—From these considerations it is evident- 
lv the duty of every patriot, to aid i the 
advancement of the literature of his coun- 
try; American literature, though respect- 
able, has not arisen to so considerable an 
eminence as her commerce and wealth— 


Yhe lovers of genius and learning ought, | 


therefore, to rouse slun:bering talents to 
exertion. I, who admire the works of ge- 
nius without aspiring to execute ; who 
have wooed the muses without a return of 
‘Jove ; a watchman on a fonely tower, would 
feécbly sound the bugle horn to awaken 


those who have passed the Vestibule of 


Science, and summon them to exertion in 
the cause of the goddess—Let net such 
Jiterary knights dishonor the order of Mi- 
nerva. 

In many of the provinces and principal 
cities of France are institutions similar to 
the ancient Olympic games—Prizes are 
annually proposed as the reward of excel- 


lence in poetry and the other branches of 


literature. In the province of Limosin, 
these were called the ioral games, from 
the prizes of gold and silver flowers which 
were annually distributed in tbat depart- 
ment. On one of these occasions the ge- 
nius of MarmonteL was first roused to 
exertion, and through this little gate, en- 
tering the temple of Science, he has gain- 
ed the living wreath of immorial fame.

In our last number we mentioned the 
present wretched condition of our great 
State Casks, Reservoirs, and City-Police 
Cisterns, generally: we did not intend to 
have particularised any one—But a little 
reflection on the subject, has since convin- 
ced us, that the history, and present condi- 
tion of one of our great City-Police Cisterns 
is so novel; so singular; so extraordina- 
ry, that it becomes our duty to make it 
the subject of particular comment and in- 
vestigation. Every circumstance respect- 
ing these great Casks of State, and City- 
Police Cisterns, ought to be minutely in- 
vestigated, and well understood by State 
Coofters, and a faithful report thereof made, 
from time to time, to the people, by whom 
they are immediately erected, and for 
whose interest they are preserved. We 
regret to say that a great disaster has late- 
ly befallen one of our City Police Cisterns : 
and we lament that it is not in our power 
to give a more minute history of the ori- 
gin, progress, and final catastrophe of this 
affair. We speak it not exultingly, be- 
cause we are incapable of rejoicing at any 
misfortune, but we declare it in justifica- 
tion of our ignorance of the particulars of 
this affair, that this cistern was of the 
Bass-wood manufacture, and said to be of 
some of their dest stuff: at any rate, it 
was selected from the same grove, and 
for the same reason as the stuff of which 
they manufactured their Chef d’ Ouvre 
the Justice Tus. This cistern, also, 
was a favorite piece of work of the fresent 
boas of the dass-wood gang ; and such was 
his pride both of its stuff, and workmanship, 
that he took great pains to give it a con- 
spicuous place on the stand, and high rank 
among the great casks. In order w lo- 
cate this favorite cistern precisely to their 
wishes, it became necessary for the dass- 
wood gang to remove a very darge cistern 
which had occupied the stand for many 





years: this job they dreaded; for, in fact, 
they scarcely dared touch the, cistern, 
fearing it might fall on them, and grind 
them to powder. At length, however, 
they borrowed courage from desperation, 
und overset (we believe with hard tugs) 
the greatest, best, soundest cistern which 
ever had, or probably ever will stand on 
the same stocks, let who will occupy the 
cooper's-shoft. It was a favorite piece of 
our od 603s’ work—all of BEST SEASON- 
ED WHITE-OAK-HEART STUFF—-sloutly 
hoofied—very strong—Besides, it contain- 
ed such an immense quantity, that after 
supplying the whole city, (for even the 
bass-wood mongers used it) with all they 
wanted, there was no perceptible differ- 
ence in its contents; it appeared still to 
be full—from whence it was supplied no 
one ever yet knew; or could fully com- 
prchend—but it was generally supposed 
from a never-failing internal spring. The 
great intrinsic excellence of the cistern long 
preserved it against, not only the mena- 
ces, but the hard thumps of the dass-wood 
mongers, and their adherents. Butit was 
the work of our Aands: it was WuiTeE- 
Oak ; and of coutse must be knocked 
down— it was so. When it fell, the city 
groaned; and sadness darkened every 
countenance. But, faithful to our trust, 
even in adversity, and under bitter perse- 
cution, we saved the shook entire: and 
nothing could more rejoice our hearts 
than to receive early orders to set it up 
and hoop it off. But so long has this 
stuff lain in shook: so bedded has it be- 
come in its easy situation ; that even when 
we attempt to raise and hold itup; it sags 
heavy, and seems to favor every leaning 
to get back to its shook position. 

But to return to our immediate subject, 
the bass-wood city fiolice cistern. It was 
placed on the stocks, (and was standing 
much steadier than many had expected) 
but by some means, to us unknown, pert 
of the underpinning got loose; fell out; 
and the cistern tilted and jostled against 
the great Lgutty Reservoir, and greatly 
riled its whole contents. This equity res- 
erveir possesses some singular, very pe- 
culiar, and extraordinary qualities, attri- 
butes or powers: and it may, therefore. 
be expected that we should give a minute 
account and description of it. We are 
incompetent to that task. Although this 
reservoir, we believe, was made in our 


shoft, in our time, we know very little a- 
bout it, only that it has always been a 


state cask. We do not, of our own know- 
ledge, know even of what kind of wood it is 
constructed. And asit has now stood a 
considerable length of time—been pre- 
served in the nicest manner—very little 
exposed to the weather—often oiled— 
waxed, and rubbed a great deal: And as 
it is) or seems to be, very difficult getting 
near it—we have not been able (although 
we call ourselves good judges of wood) to 
ascertain, precisely, what the timber of 
this reservoir is. The workmanship is 
clearly in a style above the ability of the 
bassewood gang: and we have no hesita- 
tion in pronouncing the ¢imder far supe- 
Some who have been 
permitted nearer access to the reservoir 
than ourselves, and on whose judgment 
we can rely ; tell us, that by scraping ae 
way the coat of wax and oil, the grain of 
the wood appears to be WHITE-OAK ; or,a 
mixture of WHITE-oAK, ‘and white-ash.— 

~But, be this as it may, the reservoir has, 
as we before observed, one very singular, 
peculiar, and astonishing quality, power, 
or attribute; and whether this quality is 
inherent in the nature, and grain of the 
timber—whetker it has been frroduced by 

the quantity of oil it has absorbed ; by 

being kept much from the air—by being 

set up high on the stocks; the coats of 
wax, and rubbings which have been appli- 
ed to it, is impossible for us to say : Cau- 
sa latet ; effertus notissimus: it often emits 
a kind of igneous flash; in appearance, 

and effect greatly resembling Electricity. 

These flashes are generally produced by 

some hard collision ; and the effect is often 
considerable. Now the city fiolice cistern 
above mentioned had a great quantity of 
brase and other metal im its trimmings ; 
this perhaps might have bcen one reason 
why, as soon as it jostled against the re- 


rior to dass-wood. 


servoir, it produced a very large flash, or 
discharge of this shock-ing fluid. The 
cistern was knocked over instenter ; and 
mest of the hoops flew off. It was, how- 
ever, an extraordinary circumstance that 
allthe brass remained on. When this 
disaster befel the cistern, one of the old 
functus officio coofiers of the dass-wood gang 
was passing by ; and having always been 
in the habit of lending a hand upon spe- 
cial occasions, end secing the precious 
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works of his favorite gang lying prostrate, 
and in jeopardy, he immediately lent a 
hand and raised up the cistern, and placed 
it onthe stocks. But whether by design 
or accident, we know not; but so was the 
fact, that the old functue coofier. in repla~ 
cing the cistern on the stocks, jostled, 
pretty violently, the eguity reservoir, and 
again riled all its contents, not yet quite 
settled since the first jostle. Now, what- 
ever may be the essential nature, or qual- 
ity of this shock-ing fluid, its operations 
fall precisely within the maxim that “ sim- 
ilar causes firoduce similar effects :” out 
flew another flash, and instantly knocked 
over the cistern again. The old functus 
coofier, who had just turned himself round, 
seeing what was done, turned again in 
wrath; sat the cistern immediately up, and 
leaning hard against the reservoir: then 
laying his right hand on his golden box, 
declared with a loud voice, that the céstern 
should stand firecisely in the frosition he had 
flaced it, or the reservoir itself should be 
frrostrated. Here was ascene truly inter- 
esting: the rubbing of the cistern against 
the reservoir (too high finished to bear cha- 
fing) produced an awful smoke = The sol- 
emn protestations and menaces of the 
functtus coofier, issued in a voice of thun- 
der: The vivid and repeated flashes of 
the shock-ing fluid emitted from the re- 
servior, all conspired to impress the mind 
with awe and dreadful apprehensions, that 
all which was envelofied in smoke, would 
be consumed in flames. But while all were 
expecting (wishing) that the shock-ing 
fluid might knock over the old functus coo- 
fier for his officious and violent behaviour, 
they were painfully disappointed. ‘The 
flashes from the reservoir ceased, though 
a hissing, boiling noise within was audi- 
ble at some distance. The old /frncins 
coofter walked off with an air of triumph, 
shaking back his fist in wrath. The cis- 
tern was left leaning against the reservoir, 
precisely in the position where the old 
functus coofer had placed it. Thus all 
stood for months: until the reservoir had 
collected a quantum sufficit of the shock- 
ing fluid. This fact being pretty gener- 
ally known, the old functus coofer began 
to be filled with fearful apprehensions, not 
only for the fate of his favorite cistern, but 
the safety of his mere precious self. “He 
sought some barrier which might protect 
him from the awful flashes of the shock- 
ing fluid; and supposing it might be con- 
ducted by metal; and remembering the 
strong iron hoops of the jusTicE Tua, 
and preferring his own safety to that of his 
best friend, he hid himself behind the Tvs. 
But all would not answer: the prodigious 
force of the long collecting shock effec. 
tually knocked over cistern, JUSTICE TUB, 
functus coofer and all—all lay tumbled in 
one grand ruin. At last the funetus coofi- 
er, by degrees, recovered, excepting from 
his dismal affright (for functus coofiers are 
subject to like infirmities as other men :) 
he then collected his friends, and with 
mighty tugs, they got the Tus again on 
its bottom, where it still remains stead- 
fast. 

While the dass-wood cistern was thus 
lying prostrate, denied the further protec- 
tion of the functus cooper and TvB,a valiant 
friend of the 5ass-wood gang, who had long 
extended his potent hand to prop and brace 
the cistern; no less a personage than the 
renowned Knight of intuitive brains, came 
passing by in philosophic mood. With 
spasms of unutterable woe he behed! the 
prostrate cistern. His eye flashed with in- 
dignation—his choler rose—his heart beat 
high, and bounced like a mighty dumpling 
boiling in a five-fail kettle. Yet, well know- 
ing the hazards of his meditated attempt, 
he hesitated for a moment: then swelling 
with all the effervescence of majestic stu- 
pidity, and the windy wrath of an explo- 
ding bladder, he swore. 
his right hand in silence—thrice he placed 
his right fore-finger upon the bail of his 
left thumb—thrice he stroked his beard— 
thrice he groaned loud—then he raised his 
voice, and vowed by ail the incomprehensi-

ble powers of his own intuitive grnius—b° , 


the immaculate confunctability of his whole 
illustrious race; and by the frower of the 
bass-wood gang, that the cistern should be 
again filaced on the stocks, “ This cistern,” 
says he, “* this cistern, so vilely firostrated, 
shall be raised again ; it shall be raised tn 
my name, but by the hand of another.” So 
saying, the Bight issued his high behest 
to a far-famed Pat-riot to raise the cistern 
on the stocks by his oma afrengri ; but in 
the name of the noble Knight. “Vie auempt 
was made to rear the cistern: but no soon- 
er was the authority for the act shown ; 
than, sirebile dictu! av awtul flash of the 


shock-ing fluid, emitted from the teservolr 








smote the head of the senunned Kuigit ; 
and that sku which all had thouyht bhud- 
geon-guarded, and proof atrainst any thing + 
yea, the skull of the Kuiche of intuitive 
braine gave Way 5 and (horresco referens } 
the Knight, with all his binshing honors, 
thick upon, felh to the ground. As tum. 
bleth over a mighty wool-sack, 30 tumbled 
over he. For a time he lay speechiess— 
rising at last, he declared, in stammering 
accents, that he knew nothing of the mat- 
ter; and denied the behest he had sanc- 
tioned. ‘Thus saying, he gracefully wiped 
the trickling drops from his forehead, put 
on his hat, and with his left hand brushed 
off posterior dust, and walked Majestically 
away. In an instant again, another flash 
from the reservoir struck und overwheln - 
ed the supposed aggressing Pat-riot. He, 
having well learned the power of singeing 


in foreign climes, felt no disposition (at his 


own personal hazard) to attack the flash- 
emitting reserviir—eprotesting his innos 
cenee, he gave satisfactory evidence of au- 
thority from the Xnight Uf intuitive brains, 
The reservoir, by emitting a fotier quoticg 
shock, again knocked over the renowned 
Knight. Prostrate he fell on his cross- 
trees—then extended © at full length.— 
Speechless he lay—his eye-balls rolled 
with affright. At length, raising himself 
toa right angle; he gave a long sigh— 
raising his right hand, he suid, “ Verily— 
veriilyverily—I have done wrong—J did 
vow that the cistern should be raised in my 
name ; but by the hand of another—-J issued 
my behest to the Pat-rict—-He uscd me like 
afriend; and obeyed—But I have used him 
like alike a—a—a—he—ha—like a—O 
alas ! and a lack a day! I have~I have 
I have—donemdone wroxc— Verily—ver- 
tly——verily I have trrEed— But when I deo 
nied my order, I was astounded—I was a- 
mazcd — was overawed—operwhelmedamI 
did not——no, by no means] pip ¢” KNOW 
wat I saip—Avy friends, must, they will 
Sorgive me—O alas ! and alack a day—— 
Ah me |” 

Thus have we shewn that all efforts of 
the funcitus coofer—the JUSTICE TuB, and 
all the adherents of the 4ass-wood gang 
have proved ineflectual either to erect the 
prostrate cistern on the stocks ; or to strip 
the equity reservoir of its natural, necessa- 
ry, inherent, indispensible, approriate, and 
peculiar flash-emitting power. The cise 
tern still lies prostrate its hoops nearly 
all off—its staves supported by the hands 
of friends. The stuff it is true was once 
good for bass-wood—but it is now said to 
be so twisted and warped, it is scarcely pos- 
sible for it to stand long. We lave un- 
derstood, however, that the adherents of 
the dass-wood mongers are determined not 
to abandon this favorite cistern to its fate, 
until they shall have had a grand inquest 
of thirty coofiers to set upon it ; when the 
whole histovy uf the disaster of the cistern 
will be laid open, and luminously explain- 
ed through the favorite organ of the grand 

In the mean time it is said that 
the JusTicE TUB, and the old functus coop. 
The ad- 
herents of the yang admit that the cistern

did lean, a fitle, against the eguily reser- 
voir: but now, they say the reservoir leans 
against the cistern; that they mean to 
wait for the order of the grind inquest of 
coopers which will be to replice the cis- 
tern, and prostrate the reservoir.

* CIRCULAR. + 
“* Washington, 13th Nov. 1809. | 

“ SIR—J have to inform you, with much 
regret, that the facts which it has been my 
duty to state in my official correspondence 
with Mr. Sura, have been deemed by 
the President of the United States to af- 
ford a sufficient motive for brgaking off an 
important Negociation, and for putting an 
end to all communication whatever with 

me as the, Minister charged with that ne- 
gociation so interesting to both nations ! 
and on one most material point of which 
an answer has not been returned to an of- 
ficial and written overture.(*] 

“ One of the facts alluded to has been 
admitted by the Secretary of State himself 
in his letter to me of the 19th of October, 
viz.—That the three conditions, forming 
the substance of Mr. Ersxtve's original 
Instruction, were submitted to him by 
that gentleman. The other, viz That 
that Mmstruction is the only one in which 
the Conditions were prescribed to Mr. 
Erskine for the conclusion of an arrange- 
ment on the matter to which it related, is 
known to me by the instructions which I 
have myself received. 

‘' Ip stating these facts, and in adhering 
to them, as my duty imperiously en- 
joined me to do, in order to repel the fre- 
quent charges of il! faith which have been 
made against His Majesty’s Government, 
I could not imagine that offence would be 
taken at it by the American Government, 
as most certainly none could be intended 
un my part; and this view of the subject 
has been made known to Mr. Smith. 

* But, as I am informed by him that no 
further communication will be received by 
him from me, I conceive that I have no al- 
ternative left which is consistent with the 
King’s dignity, but to withdraw altogether 
from this city, and to await elsewhere the 
arrival of his Majesty’s commands upon 
the unlooked-for turn which has thus been 
given to his affairs in this country. 

* T mean, in the interval, to make New- 
York the place of my residence, where 
you will henceforward please direct your 
‘communications to me, as I shall be ac- 
companied by every member of His Ma- 
jesty’s Mission.

French Freedom of the Seas.—The fol- 
lowing intelligence is copied from the 
Charleston City Gazette, (a democratic 
paper) of the Ith inst. 


The Swedish ship Gustavus, Crandi- 
son, anchored of the bar the evening be- 
fore the last, from Liverpool, which place 
she left on the 8th of October. 

It was reported in Liverpool that the 
Russians were about to join the Austrians, 
but it was not generally credited. 

A French privateer, called the Decide 
out of Bordeaux, had captured several A- 


said that he had orders to capture all A- 
merican vessels, and those which did not 
give him a ransom, by drawing bills and 
leaving with him one of the officers of the 
ship captured, were to be burnt. On the 
12th of October, in lat. 48. long. 19, she 
captured the ship Henrietta, Nickells, 
from Liverpool to New-York, with a val- 
uable cargo of hardware and dry goods, 
which was sent to France—on the same 
day she captured the ship Laconia, Wal- 
ker, from Liverpool to Portsmouth, N. H. 
which was in company with the Henriet- 
ta; she not having a valuable cargo on 
board, was ransomed for 9000 dollars— 
also the ship Resolution, Bunker, from 
London to New-York, in ballast; the 
crew was taken out and the ship scuttled 
—Five ships were then in sight, supposed 
tobe Americans, one of them thought to 
be the Sally, Webber, from Liverpool for 
this port, which sailed in company with 
the Gustavus. As the privateer stood for 
them, itis believed most of them were 
captured. This privateer also captured 
the Gustavus, and intended to burn her, 
but afterwards ransomed her for $25.000. 

The captain ofthe privateer said it was 
his orders to capture.all American vessels 
from English ports ; those that were 
worth more than 40,000 dollars were to 
be sent in, others of less value were to be 
ransomed or destroyed, as it Was the de- 
termination of the French government 
that neutrals should not trade with Creat 
Britain. —The Mate of the ship Henrietta 

is on board the Gustavus. 
‘The captain of the privateer informed, 
that several othey vessels were to sail from 
Bordeaux to cruize aguinst the American 
commerce. ‘Tbe Decide is a corvette of 
18, 18 pounders, ha’ a crew of 160 men, 
and sails very fast. 

The verbal reports by this ship are, that 
peace was not concluded between France 
and Austria; that a Ministry had been 
formed in England, but it was considered 
as one that would not continue long in ol- 


fice.

Sir—On my first arrival inthis place, 
which was on the 10th inst. | informed 
you as fully as [ had time, of the unfortu- 
nate circumstances of the capture of the 
Henrietta, and have since that time been 


getting my protest extended, whieh I am 


in hopes will be finished to-morrow ; and 
as svon as it 1s completed, I shall leave 
this for Boston. 

The privateer which captured me was 
called Le Decide, commanded by captain 
Briollett, and fitted out from Bordeaux, 
mounted sixteen 24 pounders, and carry- 
ing 135 men. He ran up along side, and 
ordered me to back my main-topsail, low- 
er my boat down, and come on board with 
the ship’s papers, which I accordingly did. 
When I got on board the. privateer, I 
found capt. Walker,f the ship Laconia, 
of Portsmouth, whose ship was about two 
or three miles to windward at that time. 
When they began to overhaul my papers, 
they gave capt. Walker his, and intima- 
ted to him that they would ransom his ves- 
sel, though they nad previously intended 
to have destroyed her ; but I suppose they 
found their numbers increasing too fast. 
Alter they had done overhauling my pa- 
pers, which took them more than an hour, 
L asked for them—when I was told my 
ship was a good prize, and that they 
should take my crew out, put another on 
board, and send her in, but to what port 
they would not tell me. [requested, when 
I found the ship was to be sent in, that I 
might be permitted to remain on board of 
her, but they refused me. I requested 
that my mate might be left on board, but 
they would not permit either of us to re- 
main. They told me I might go on board 
and get my*hings, which I did. 1 found 
when I came om board; that my people 
were taken out, and that they were taking 
outmy pigs and poultry, my wine glas- 
ses, decanters, tumblers, and cabin table- 
cloth, to send on board the privateer. I 
exerted myself to get my clothes, which I 
bundled into bags—leaving my chest, and 
only taking two trunks and my bed, I was 
under the necessity of leaving my books, 
all my draughts, and many other things 
that I had not time to take with me. I 
lost my spy-glass and many other things. 
All I was able to get was my wearing ap- 
parel and writing desk, and had not above 
twenty minutes allowed mezo get them. 
I returned to the privateer, and our ship 
was immediately sent off.—In about two 
hours after, they hoisted ont their boat 
and put four of my men, two of my pas- 
sengers, a Capt. Bunker and myself on 
board of the Laconia, giving her two bare 
rels of bread, which was all the provision 
of any kind we got from the privateer.— 
The next day, the captain examined the 
provisions, when it was found necessary 
to come to an allowance, which we imme- 
diately did, and continued on allowance 
until we arrived in this port.

Mercantile Advertiser, with London pa- 
pers, Lloyd's Lists, and Prices Current, 
tothe 19th of October, inclusive, (two 
weeks later than our former advices) from 
which we have extracted the most impor | 
tant articles. 

The papers contain the important news 
of a Peace having been signed between 
France and Austria,at Altenburg, on the 
3d of October, and that Bonaparte was on 
his way to Paris. We are not in posses: 
sion of the terms of the peace ; but under- 
stand from the passengers in the Hercu- 
les, that the emperor of Austria resigned 
every thing but Hungary and Bohemia. 

Our London papers do not furnish us 
with advices from Spuin and Portugal, la- 
ter than.ourformeraccounts. The island 
of Walcheren was still in the possession 
of the British, who have sent out several 
“physicians to attend the sick, and fresh 
troops to reinforce the garrisons. 

A change in the British Ministry has 
also taken place. Mr. Perceval succeeds 
the Duke of Portland, and as Prime Min- 
ister, Mr. Canning has resigned and is 
succeeded by Lord Bathurst ; and Dundas 
Saunders fills Lovd Castlereagh’s station. 
Several other changes are spoken of, a- 
mong whom is Lord Grenville. 

We also find in a paper of the 14th Oc- 
tober, thie following paragraph, that “ the 
_American ship Horace passed Elsineur on 

the 29th Sept. having on board Mr. Joun 

Quincy Apams, the newly appointed 
Minister to the Court of St. Petersburgh 
from the United States. The Horace, 
notwithstanding the importance of her 
charge, was compelled by the Danish 
Government to pay the Sound dues, be- 
fore she was permitted to proceed on 
her voyage.”

A LAW, 


To regulate private Slaughter Hous- 
es within this City. 
Passed Nov. 27, 1309. 
E it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Commonalty of the city of Albany, in 
Common Council convened, That from and af- 
ter the first day of January next, it shall mot be 
lawful for any person or persons, to slaughter or 
kill any oxen, cows, heifers, calves, sheep, lambs, 
swine, or other animal, within this city, without 
first applying to the Common Council thereof, 
and receiving from them, in writing, a licence 
granting permission so to slaughter, which licence 
shall specify the place or building where the 
same is to be done, and to continue for one year 
and no longer, subject always to be discontinued 
at any earlier period, should the Common Coun- 
cil deem it proper. 

And be it further ordained, That if any person 
or persons shall slaughter or kill as aforesaid, at 
any other place or building other than that men- 
tioned in his, her, or their licence, or shall kill or 
slaughter without first obtaining a licence for the 
same, he, she, or they, shall forfeit and pay. for 
the first offence the sum of twenty dollars, and 


} ther sum of cwenry-five dollars, witircosts, 

And be it further ordained, That the owner 
or owners, occupant or occupants, of any slaugh- 
ter house, building or lot, used as such, shall be 
held accountable for the conduct of his, her, or 
their agent, apprentice, or servant, acting in op-
